Detroit, Mich., Feb. 8.—When W. 


Curtis 
Wakefield, 
arrested a few 


weeks ago in Chicago, because his 
brand of civic uplift is alleged 
to 


have included the swindling of his 
secretaries, 
was 
brought into re- 


corder's court for tnafl Monday after- 
noon, he was found to be without 
legal counsel. 


The erstwhile juggler of projects 


involving millions of dollars, who is 
remembered in Newark, O., because 
of the creditors he is alleged to have 
left when he departed from that city, 
is penniless. 
Judge Edward J. Jef- 


fries therefore postponed 
the case 


until an attorney appointed by the 
court could prepare a defense. 


The day after he was lodged in the 


Wayne county jail here 
Wakefield 


engaged an attorney, but he was un- 
able to give the lawyer anything save 
promises. 
After waiting in vain for 


the promises to develop into some- 
thing more material than "hot air," 
the attorney resigned from the case 


Wakefield declared at the time of 


his arrest that numerous friends in 
Detroit would come to his rescue in 
a monetary way at least. At first it 
appeared as if his hopes were to be 
fulfilled. 
A leading 
physician in 
Detroit, whom Wakefield had inter- 
ested in his American 
Civic Insti- 
tute, valiantly 
championed 
Wake- 


field, wrote letters to the newspapers 
declaring that the knight of civic 
virtue was being persecuted for po- 
litical reasons, and 
appealing 
for 
justice to the "reformer." 


"Wee Willie," as ha is known on 


both sides of the Atlantic, himself 
raised the cry of political persecu- 
tion. He darkly hinted that "those 
politicians" were back of his arrest, 
that they were mortally afraid of his 
uplift aggregation and would go to 
almost any lengths to 
thwart 
his 
plans. 
A good deal of color was 


given to his statements by the fact 
that he could show letters of recom- 
mendation of his American 
Civic 


Institute from governors, 
senators, 


and other public men, in all parts 
of the United States, including a 
couple from Governor 
Woodbridge 


N. Ferris of Michigan. 


These letters were genuine, it is 


believed, but the "personal friend- 
ship" which Wakfield claimed with 
the writers of the various 
recom- 


mendations is alleged to 
have ex- 
isted only in his vivid imagination. 
In the letters attributed to Govern- 
or Ferris, that official warmly con- 
gratulates Wakefield upon the suc- 
cess of his work, informs him he has 
read over his 
institute 
literature 


carefully and is quite taken 
by it, 


and informs him that he is willing 
to aid the good work, in his "modest 
way." 
Coming, as it was alleged, 


from a governor noted for his inde- 
pendence and fearlessness, such let- 
ters carried conviction to many, in- 
cluding the prominent Detroit phy- 
sician who is reputed to be wealthy. 


However, the physician was not in 


court and from the fact that Wake- 
field is without funds to engage an 
attorney, the man of science seems 
to have lost his interest in the erst- 
while civic uplifter. 
Assistant Prosecutor William M. 


Heston, Known as the greatest half- 
back ever produced by the Universi- 
ty of Michigan, and canceded to have 
been one of the best football play- 
ers in the country, is handling the 
Case against Wakefield. Heston said 
that the case probably would go on 
for trial inside of two weeks. 


Wakefield appeared crestfallen in 
court. 
He said nothing. 
His face 


wore a "prison palor" and he had 
quite lost his former jaunty manner.

from October until the present time, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Bietsch, of Chambers- 
burg, Pa., has been the superintend- 
ent. On September 30th a class of 
three nurses received their diplomas, 
this being the third class graduated, 
and eleven nurses in all.

NEWARK MAN 


KDWARII MARSH INSTALLS ONE 


IN LOCAL THEATRIC WITH 


DEMONSTRATION 


Letters Patent Applied for and a 


New Industry Muy Be Added 


to the City. 


A pipe organ made in Newark has 


been installed in the Grand theatre 
by Manager Abe Thomas 
and 
its 


sweet tones can be heard any time 
that house of amusement is in op- 
eration. 
The 
inventive 
and 
mechanical 


genius who so successfully built the 
instrument, or rather electric 
pipe 


organ, is Ira Edward Marsh, 
well 


known 
piano 
tuner 
residing 
in 


Union street, and he was employed 
on it at odd hours for just one year 
and a half. 
His efforts have been 


crowned with success and he 
has 


possibly built the first organ in the 
United States which can be attached 
to a piano and operated by a pianist, 
either in conjunction with that in- 
strument, or by itself. Mr. Marsh 
has applied for patents on his instru- 
ment and in due time 
a 
Newark 


made pipe organ may find its 
way 


into picture houses all 
over 
the 


country. 


The organ stands alongside the 


piano, the cabinet being a little tall- 
er than an upright piano. The front 
is of colored 
glass, 
manufactured 


lor the instrument by the Advance 
Glass company of this city. The only 
things about the organ purchased 
outside of Xewark were the rubber 
tubes, and in time these may even 
'be turned out here as \ve have 
a 


large rubber 
works plant in 
West 


'Newark. 
It is a well known fact that pipe 


organs are a rather expensive prop- 
osition for picture theatres, costing 
to install a first class 
instrument 


from $1,500 to $50,000. Theti there 
is the high salary for a special pipe 
organist. The Isis theatre at Denver 
Col.', has a pipe organ 
which 
cost 


$50,000 and two players receive the 
princely salary of $5,000 each for 
furnishing the music. 


'Numerous theatres have installed 


pipe organs, operated electricallv in 
•which the musical scores for pictures 
aro furnished on paper 
rolls, 
the 


same being known as "canned" mu- 
sic. 
It has not been the 
greatest 


success in the world, but with Mr. 
"Marsh's organ the "canned" music 
is done away with and the 
pianist 


plays any -score upon the organ from 
the piano keyboard, playing both the 
piano and orgati at the same time 
or either one singly, changing instan- 
taneously. 


The pipe organ has 
been 
much 


used in 
conjunction 
with 
choral 


"music to enhance broad harmonious 


effects; lately it has 
been applied 


also to the elaborate imitation of 
orchestral music and has remained 
the distinctively church instrument. 
although it is now finding its way 
into picture theatres over the entire 
country. The Marsh instrument will 
widen the field and if it can be man- 
ufactured on a broad basis 
it 
will 


only be a question of time until they 
are found in every theatre in almost 
any city in the country. 


The Marsh organ consists essenti- 


ally of three niachanical systems, the 
compressed 
air supply, the 
pipe 


•work, including the entire sounding 
apparatus and the action, the mech- 
anism by which the player controls 
the whole. 
The wind 
supply, 
or 


rather compressed air, includes 
a 


large feeder or which should more 
properly be designated as a bellows, 
which rests on the bottom of 
the 


cabinet and there is a smaller one 
above, both being operated 
by

not only ready but glad to be fair 
to business and to co-operate with 
us in every way possible in th3 ad- 
vancement of the common 
welfare. 


Business will never get fair consid- 
eration of its just claims in congress 
by employing roundabout methods. 
The day of indirection passed long 
ago. 


"Let us constantly keep in mind, 


also, that while being perfectly free 
to criticise the demagogue and the 
mountebank in public life we will 
never accomplish anything in raising

Now York. Feb. 8.—Adoption of a 


playing schedule for 1916 and an at- 
tempt to increase the 
number of 


players allowed each club beyond the 
present limit of 21 are the most im- 
portant matters to be considered at 
the annual meeting of the National 
League here today. 


The movement to extend the limit 


of 21 players has been inaugurated 
by Harry N. Hempstead, president of 
the New York club, who is expected 
to lead the contest in the meeting. 
Mr. Hempstead said he still believed 
the rule is a hardship and that the 
minimum number of players should 
be 22 . 


'I see no good reason 
why 
the 


league cannot go back to the old 
rule of carrying 25 players during 
certain periods of the season," said 
Mr. Hempstead. "I hope to convince 
the other club owners that the low 
limit has not helped any-of the eight 
clubs and in certain cases has impair- 
ed the playing strength." 


President Tener of the league said 


he did not believe the rule would be 
changed. "The reduction of 
the 


player limit was not due to 
econ- 


omy.1' said Mr. Tener. "Several years 
ago a certain owner called his man- 
ager to explain why the team 
was 


not making a better showing. 'Well 
McGraw has more players to pick 
from than I have,' was the reply. 
Other managers offered 
the 
same 


alibi. Several club owners advocated 
reducing the player limit to 21. This 
would leave no opening for managers 
who failed to make good. 
I think 


most of the club owners are willing 
to stand by the rule." 


The new owners who are here to 


attend the meeting are Charles H. 
Weeghman of Chicago and Percy D. 
Haughton of Boston. 
The meeting 


of the board of directors was called 
for 12 o'clock and of the National 
League at 2 o'clock.
